and benevolent organizations together 
with the city and county, having a mem- 
bership in the same. The plan of the 
organization has already been published 
in the EKPTJBLICAN, but it is likely to be 
changed somewhat as the occasion re- 
quires. 


OnOAKIZVEION COMPLETED. 


Owing to the delay occasioned by the 


misunderstanding with tho janitor at 
Music Hall, the delegate charity organi- 
tion meeting o[ .yesterday afternoon did 
not assemble until after 3 o'clock, and it 
became necessary to continue the meet- 
ing one more session to complete the 
organization. 


There was a large representation of 


ladies aud gentlemen present at the 
Woman's Club room, to which Mrs. Johns 
invited tho delegates. The constitution 
of the society was fully considered and 
amended and then adopted. Chairman 
Burrows was ordered to appoint a nomin- 
ating committee of five who should nom- 
inate a president, five vice-presidents, a 
treasurer anil five members of the coun- 


cil. 
He was also ordeied to appoint a 


committee oC three who should select 
their own assistants to canvass tho city 
for memberships to the society.

He also 
stated thut thcie were 190 families in 
Decatur receiving aid from the county, 
Decatur township pining out 812,000 an- 
nually, tho ccuaty $3,000, making a total 
of 815,000 yearly for aid to the poor. 


Tho choir snng "Ring the Bells," when 


Key. Jamca Miller delivered an excellent 
address on charity. He quoted from the 
Biblo: "Blessed is ho thrit considereth 
the poor; for the Lord will deliver him 
ia time of trouble." Charity,he said, was 
tlie noblest work that could engage the 
attention of tho people. He alluded to 
the different objects of charity—those 
unemployed and anxious to work, and 
the lazy, shiftless clasp who for lack of 
proper teaching do not know how to pro- 
vide for themselves. Ecv, Miller said he 
didn't care a Gg for a religion that was 
all song and sentiment. He loved to see 
a brotherhood of churches and better, a 
brotherhood of humanity. People in 
need should receive aid. The lazy and 
improvident become mendicants and they 
increase at, the methods of gaining a liv- 
ing incroaK-. They are the impostors, 
Oneway fu nd tho community of Uiifl 
class VMS to make it hard for an able- 
bodied man to obtain a living without 
work. 
Give him employment and he 


would find it easy to live. Ho aug-gested 
that an industrial school, a wood yard, or 
laundry bo established to give work to 
the unemployed that they may earn their 
living and censo to be beggars.

That lluji Xut IScforo Been Written Up. 
'llio IilimuuftUy of Ijomlon—- Something- 
uf OurluttN Old Kennlngton Common.

LONDON, Dec. 28.—"Write about some- 


thing that bus never been -written about be- 
fore," wore the flnnl words of tlie genial edi- 
tor whoso eyes will search this record with 
jeuloua Inquiry as to how far his injunction 
has beon obeyed. That the recommendation 
cari-ie« u piiUjnt impossibility in its train will 
nuiko no ililfureiice, nor the fact of. tho piling 
of centuries .sinco the wisest and s'addest of 
mankind wi-oto, "Of making of mnny books 
there la no end," but placed on record, before 
and after, as if iu mockery of book makers 
ftirougli all timo, "Thare is nothing new un- 
der the nun." 


Tho modern editor believes with Napoleon 


tho Great, however, that there ia no such 
word as impossible, and that thero is always 
au undiscovered inch or two to reward the 
patient seeker1, and ia one sense he ia right, 
for-no two pairs of eyes have ever seen the 
same sight at either the same visual or 
mental angle, and history, for this reason, ia 
as susceptible of variation today as it boa 
beon since time began and will be till time 
cnda. 


My business, however, is not with history 


or its variations, save indirectly and in such 
degree oa both are bound up in every foot oi! 
tlua old world, in which tho same human pas- 
sions aro almost the solo thing in common, 
with the new. Yot the American who wakes 
for tho first timo on English soil, has a 
carious seuso that this is the actual home and 
all that background from which he has 
emerged, an accident, but not tho real living, 
nor to txi quite real till full knowledge of 
this first possession baa become a part of It. 
It in certain, too, that tho American knows 
tlio treasures of tho pa»t, very far beyond the 
Londoner of todaj% who, unless made of ex- 
ceptional stuff, regards deep interest, in any- 
thing us very bad form, and gazes with 
suporciliotw inquiry at the eager tourist. 
And as tourists are of many orders, and a 
portion ut least elect to ngreo with theii' 
critic and regard London simply as u spot in 
which hviug during tho season may be (jo.s- 
bible, but not one moment beyond the end of 
that mysterious urn! intangible boundary 
lino, it tollows that for many tho real Lon- 
don remains unknown, its treasures of art 
ami association, and all that makes our com- 
mon inheritance, a sealed book. 


This division may be left quite out of the 


question, their mission being clucily to be- 
little the word American, and to give uii 
added ground U> tho conviction held by a 
hu-go proportion OH English people, that 
American and snob are inevitable synonyms. 
The fabulous expenditure of money, the as- 
surance, tho push, tho utter obtusene-ss of 
many, has graven the impression iu lines 
too deep lor uny present en.voment, and it 
Is only tho knowledge that below this sur- 
face, tho essential elements of each country 
are mingling more and more, and that 
uniaon of thought and feeling on vital 
points is more and more actual, that pro- 
vents utter discouragement at eoma of the 
outward aspects. 


It is not, then, tho chance tourist who is 


likely to know London, or any of its corners, 
odd or otherwise. 
Its immensity alone, 


prevents anything tut a bird's-eye view to 
the tarrier of a clay or u week, and it is only 
when one IHIH willed down quietly to daily 
life and suddenly laalizes how much has 
been taken in by unconscious absorption, 
that rail understanding begins, ami cue be- 
comes iltted to search for tho odd corners. 
These are not necessarily what have found 
summary in guide booku or been chronicled 
even nt individual discoveries by adven- 
turous tourists. They may bo hidden deep 
In tho network of lanes and alloys and 
courts that mate up the city proper, in its 
old sense, or may face tho seekers at tho 
very next turn in a region whore nothing 
was expected, and prove sources of unending 
pleasure aud satisfaction. 


Under this last head comes tho corner from 


which tlio present letter is sent out, and from 
which daily cicui'bions aro made, long or 
fchort, as tho caso may be, but all fruitful of 
results, picturesque and otherwise. 
Chiefly 


otherwise, uivo hero and there, for tho Surrey 
sido of tho river is given over to many indus- 
tries, in which small room can be found for 
that word, or auy other, holdinghintof much 
satisfaction to the eye. The most pleasing 
teature of lifo au tho Surrey sido is the fact 
that one cr tlio other of London's beautiful 
bridges must be crossed to reach it. It may 
bo London bridge, on \\hich tho feet instinct- 
ively move to tho old tuuo, 


London brklgu is broken do"ii; 
Dance over, my Lady Lee— 


or Waterloo, tho "Bridge of Sighs," from 
•svuich 
how many hundreds, "weary of 


breath, r».shly importunate," have gone to 
their death; or Blackfriars', with tho most 
perfect viow known to tho city of St. Paul's, 
and its souriug dome, rising high and calm 
above tho tumult and fret of tho busy throng 
below; or Westminster, fairest of all, on 
which Wordsworth stood iti tho early morn- 
ing, and us liu gazed, fell out line by line, the 
perfect sonnet, known to all: 


ICurth bos not auythiue to »ho\v more fair. 
"Tho river glid«tli at his own sweet will," 


as gently now as on that moniiug in the 
set'oud year ol tho century, but there is little 
else to assure us that the sceuo 13 tho same. 
Tho Binokoloss air "long ago gavo way to 
that pall which hangs over London, obscures 
vision, clingu to ovei-y sculptured point of 
toucr or pinnacle, and is the medium in 
which ono must live and move and have his 
being iu all days that London life is fived. 
Thero aro battles royal between vapors and 
sun, and tho masses above the abbey towers 
and tho beautiful houses of parliament take 
ou strange shapes and hues, as that much 
perplexed and baffled luminary struggles 
through its sunset, and for a fV.v moments 
asserts his right to rule. But ho has short 
space. Crimson and gold give way to gray 
and black, and gray and black are the Lou- 
don colors, aud make up chiefly what the 
Londoner ia pleased to call sky.'' 


It is because larger possibility of more 


agreeable shades lay about su^h names as 
Claphatn common, Camberwel! greou, and 
the many cheerful titles discoverable on 
omnibus and tram, that search for a home on 
too Surrey sido began. Faro as one might, 
north, west and L'ai>t, always that eullon roar, 
liko the Iwat of a stormy sea against cliffs, 
always that sense of dim grayncss merging 
into something darker and more cheerless. 
Over tho river thero must be escape. On tho 
borough road it might bo; that bcs-ough road 
ou which tlio Canterbury pilgrims rode out 
on a morning, let Ub hope, less complicated 
by fog and mist and smoko ami soot than 
mornings that dawn in this year of our Lord 
1887. JBut the borough proved as misleading 
aud beguiling a title as the rest, and was even 
a little more dingy and hopeless than its 
predecessors, and tho greens and commons 
were no le^s beguiling. Jluskin had dwelt 
not far away from one of them, b^it he, t-'o, 
bad fled, tho dark cedars about the old home 
tho chiof hint of tho nature, without -which 


ho cannot live, aud far beyond the city 
stretched with its defilement for both sky and 
earth. 


It was on the -way back that the one possible 


corner in al! the wilderness ol traffic pre- 
sented itself, 


"Kennin'tun gate! Kenm'n'ton Park eats!" 


called the driver, dropping bis g's with the 
same facility with which he bestrewed the 
ground with his h's; and, behold! there were 
trees and a stretch of greensward, and an ivy 
covered lodge, and long lines of bright 
flowers. Hero was rest, if only momentary, 
for smoke filled eyes, and a few minutes' 
walk disclosed something so nearly like re- 
pose that the thought of leaving it was 
heart breaking. A little street showed itself, 
facing tho upper and most secluded end of tho 
park, each house with its ono private bit of 
green in front, Better still, it proved "no 
thoroughfare," that magic word, which is the 
i 


only exclusion of cabs iuid carts. A garden 
ended it, a gray old house just visible among 
the trees, and further investigation showed \ 
other gardens at the back and a breath of j 
purity and freshness in tho air. Entrance 
must bo bad by any means short of murder, 
and not oven the British householder can 
staiid against a determined woman. Tho 
place, or Its most attractive point, was car- 
ried by immediate assault, and in twenty- 
four hours life was as settled as if under way 
In the same circumstances a good ten years. 


It would be easy end pleasant to fill this 


column with one more descriptions of life in 
lodgings, in this caso of the most ideal order. 
But it is an old story for all of us, and needs 
no repetition, though nover in any tale that 
Is told did prettier maid, with eyes as solt 
and brown, and voico no less sott and linger- 
ing, answer to the name of Polly, or serve 
toast and tea In as perfect accord with thy 
highest demands of both. But neither Polly 
nor the ideal house, nay, nor the street itself, 
can bo regarded as tho corner which we aro 
approaching, by means which may perhaps 
bo considered circuitous, but which are cer- 
tain. It Is the park itself that today stands 
for our first odd cornel', and, as Kemungtou 
common htvs seen sights as sad and strange, 
though in less degree, as Tower hill itself. 
For, beginning as open ground for skittla 
playing and such other diversions as the in- 
habitants about it might choose, it ended, 
like many another plaj ground of merry 
England, as spot for gallows and stake. It 
burned a martyr or two, end saw sundry 
whippings and exposures iu tho pillory. It 
had its stocks also for the punishment of 
common oil'cndei'b, and iu 17-1G came the gal- 
lows, and tho execution of nine men, known 
then as traitors, but held by a Inter genera- 
tion to deserve us truly the name ot pat: iots. 
Few storite are sadder than that ut onu at 
them, tho younges't of tho number, u-ho^o 
1'ato Slicnstone has commemorated in a pop- 
ular ballad. 


"•Tommy Dawson"was a young Lancashire 


gentleman of fortune, just engaged to bo 
niainod. Ho and his lellow Jacobites, con- 
demned lo bo hanged, drawn and quartered, 
were chained to the lloor of •Southwjirk jail, 
aud dra\vn t'r ,m there on sledgea to thu com- 
mon, 
and then cast under tho fatal tree, near 


which a butcher's block had been placed. I 
spare tho reader tho horrible details of the 
old chronicio, every one ot which wus 
watched n ith fearful fascination by the un- 
happy girl soon to have been n bride, who 
followed tho procession iu a coach. 
She 


bore it in silence till told her lovor was no 
more, then drew her head back into the 
coach, and crying out, "My dear, I follow 
thee! I follow theol Sweet Jesus receive our 
souls together!" fell on the neck of a com- 
panion and expire 1, 


The record goes on: uilr. Dawsou was, u 


mighty gay 
gentleman, who frequented 


much tho company of the ladies, and was 
well respected by all his acquaintance of 
either sex for his genteel deportment. He 
was us strenuous for their vile cause us any 
ono in tho rebel army. 
When ho was con- 


demned and double fottcrcd, he said he did 
not core if they put a ton weight of iron on 
him; it would not in the lo?st daunt his reso- 
lution." 


The common had seen its throngs for a far 


different purpose. Congregations, sometime* 
of 40,000 people, gathered to listen to George 
'Whitlield, who gave hero 
his farewell 


sermon before leaving for America, writing 
thus in his diary for Friday, Aug. S, 173'J: 


"Having spent the day in completing my 


affairs and taking leave of dear friends, I 
preached in the evening to near £0,000 peoplo 
at Konnington common. I chose to discouree 
on St. Paul's parting speech to the elders of 
Kphcsus, at which tho pooplo were oxc eod- 
ingly affected, and almost prevented my 
making any application. Many tours were 
shed when I talked of leaving ihrai. Icon- 
eluded with a suitable hymn, but could 
scarce get to the coach for the- peoplo throng- 
ing me to taku mo by the huml atid give mo 
a parting blessing-." 


A century later, in lb-IS, tho old common, 


then transformed to purk, though tho old 
inhabitants still cling to the tormor title, be- 
came world known through tho great revolu- 
tionary meeting of Chartists under Feargus 
O'Connor, a dotci-inmed attempt to st-cure 
that free speech tho right to uhic-h is again 
in question today. Ivennmgton park, with 
Its high railings, its uniformed officials and 
its gates closed before sunset, is speaking 
ground 110 longer, and not even Whitficld 
himself could set. aside tho mandate of police- 
man and boadle. But who shall say that its 
ghosts do not still move among us, ami that 
the shadowy faces of martyr lor laith and 
of political martyr may not look upon the 
councils ot club and secret meeting held 
again to ask where free speech and its rights 
have vanished, and walk sido by side with 
men who, even iu this faithless present, be- 
lieve thero aro cansos worth dying for f A 
mistaken i'oitu it may be. That question re- 
mains for tho future to settle, but now, as in 
that earlier day, tha question is asked, and 
one answer at least is plain for now as then: 
Count mo o'er earth's cbostm hwroes—tht-y were 


souls that stood alone, 


While tho men tiu-y a£ouiicd for, hurled the-

tumelious Btono; 


Stood serene, and down the future, saw the golden 


beam incline 


To tho sklo of perfect justice, mustPied by their
